The 
whole damage business came up suddenly 
and the entire affair has a queer look 
to it. But the case has been tried and 
the jury fixed the amount the city is to 
pay. 
Will the city do so? We think it 
ought not to without further light.” 
T h e T e le gr a p h would suggesttoour 
neighbors down the river that the attend­ 
ing physician, Doctor Paine, testified that 
Mrs. Merrill had suffered and is still suf­ 
fering much paine from the injury to the 
nerves of her right arm.

When 
they got home, the whole caboodle came 
up in The News office, and soothed 
our feelings by telling what a love of a 
printing office they saw in Rochelle. Ac­ 
cording to their story, the editor man, Mr. 
Otis, had a sort of combination of an or­ 
iental palace with a milliner store atmos*! 
Sterling 
phere. 
Ilis floor were inlaid with pearl, 
and all the joints of his presses were full- 
jeweled. Instead of common printer’s 
ink, he used cream, out of which all the 
white was extracted, leaving it a blissful 
black. A murmuring waterfall made soft, 
sweet music in the rear of the palace, as 
it turned a gold-laid, bevel-edged paddle 
wheel, which made a constant rainbow of 
diamond brightness.

Unconscious Counting« 
There is a n ingenious a ra ielo on “ un­ 
conscious counting” in Die G a rten- 
la u b e, in which the writer, Herr W. 
Prey er, points out tha t the a bility pos­ 
sessed by ev ery grown-up person of 
ordina ry 
intelligence 
to distinguish 
three, four, or ev en fiv e objects a t a 
gla nce a nd without being conscious of 
counting them, ma y , by pra ctice, be 
perfected to such a degree tha t it In­ 
comes quite a s ea sy to count ten objects 
a s it is to count three, a nd tha t it is 
possible to giv e the ex a ct number up to 
thirty objects a t a single gla nce. 
As 
a n ex a mple of the la tter a tta inment, 
tho writer points to tho well-known 
a rithmeticia n, Da se, who died in 
18 6 1, 
a nd who decla red tha t ho could count 
thirty objects of the sa me kind a s 
quickly a ndea silv a s other people could 
count three or four. 
The truth of this 
a ssertion wa s often prov ed when Da se, 
with lightning ra pidity , ga v e the correct 
number bf a herd of sheep, of the 
hooka in a libra ry , or the window- 
pa nes in a la rge house. 
Apa rt from 
tho utility of this bra nch of science 
tho method of tea ching it is such 
tha t 
if it is 
only 
pra cticed 
a s a 
ga me 
it 
ma y 
a fford 
a musement 
in 
many 
ft 
juv enile 
a nd 
fa mily 
circle. 
The test of how fa r a ny one ca n 
count a t a gla nce is ea sily ma de by 
putting sev era l sma ll objects, sucli a s 
coins, pins, or ma tches, under a sheet 
of pa per, then lifting the pa per for a 
second a nd looking a t the objects, a nd, 
a fter cov ering them a ga in, giv e a n esti­ 
ma te a s to tho number. 
At first it will 
be found difficult to fix the number if 
there a re more tha n from three to fiv e 
objects, but the ey e becomes v ery soon 
a ccustomed to 
distinguish 
between 
la rger numbers, so tha t a fter a short 
time, eight or nine objects will be 
counted by the ey e with the sa me fa cil­ 
ity . 
Ca ro should, howev er, be ta ken 
tha t the counting is not done con­ 
sciously , for tha t would ta ke fa r too 
much time; the number of objects 
should only be v a lued. 
The mista kes 
which a re a t first frequently ma de in 
this guessing ga me will become ra rer 
a nd ra rer, a nd a lmost a ny body ca n be­ 
come a n ex pert in ra pid counting up 
to ten objects. 
After tha t it become« 
more difficult. 
The sensa tion, sa y s 
Herr Prey er, of a person pra cticed in 
unconscious counting, when looking a t­ 
tentiv ely a t la rger numbers of objects, 
is tha t their number shoots ra pidly 
through the hea d. 
To a cquire this 
method of counting, bla ck spots should 
be ma de on white squa re pieces of ca rd­ 
boa rd, first sy metrica lly , a nd in sma ll 
numbers; a fterwa rd their number ma y 
be increa sed a nd their position a ltered. 
It will a lso be good pra ctice to open a 
book, cov er pa rt of tho pa ge, ra pidly 
look a t the lines loft uncov ered, a nd to 
guess a t their number. 
It is a stonish­ 
ing how’ soon the ey e gets a ccustomed 
to the numbers. 
The more a dv a nced 
“ unconscious counter” should pra ctice 
on spots not regula rly a rra nged, which 
is much more difficult a t first. 
Herr 
Prey er concludes his interesting a rticle 
with the rema rk 
tha t 
unconscious 
counting, like a ll other oft-repea ted 
processes, such a s lifting the ha t a s a 
token of sa luta tion, becomes a t la st a n 
entirely mecha nica l process; to which 
we ha v e only to a dd tha t if it does not 
become ea sier tha n the common form 
of sa luta tion a ppea rs to be to a la rge 
pa rt of ma le ha t wea rers, its success a s 
a bra nch of knowledge will 
not be 
striking, but a s a n a musement it is sure 
to find fa v or.—Pa l! Ma ll Ga zette. 


Millet a nd the French Court« 
Children a ro a lwa y s welcomed in 
M illet’s cotta ge, but there a re other 
less a greea ble v isitors. Tho gra nd peo­ 
ple of the court, who sometimes ca me 
to the studio a fter hunting pa rties a t 
Fonta ineblea u, were coldly receiv ed, 
for they did not understa nd tho a rtist. 
They thought tha t in his pictures of 
pea sa nts ha rd a t work in the fields lie 
wa s try ing to show how misera ble the 
common people were under the Empire 
of Na poleon III. 
But there w a s no politica l purpose in 
M illet’s pa intings. 
He a lwa y s looked 
upon pea sa nts a s the ha ppiest people 
in the w orld, since they were “ doing 
God’s work,” a nd liv ing out-of-doors 
a mong bea utiful scenery ; a nd he tried 
to represent them so. 
But, of course, 
with their digging a nd other hea v y 
work, “ They ca nnot be the figures of 
Wa ttea u,” Millet used to sa y . 
Since the court 
people misunder­ 
stood him so entirely , M illet a v oided 
seeing them when he could; but once 
lie wa s ca ught. 
One da y a n open ca r­ 
ria ge drov e to the door, bringing four 
court la dies who W’islied to see the 
studio. 
As it ha ppened, Millet him­ 
self, in his sa bots a nd blouse, a nswered 
the bell. 
“ Is M. Millet in? ” a sked a v isitor. 
Millet stepped outside a nd then sa id, 
“ No.” 
“ Ca n we see his studio? ” inquired 
one of the la dies. 
“ No,” sa id the unrecognized a rtist; 
a nd he ex pla ined tha t M. Millet wa s a 
v ery peculia r ma n, who would be a ngry 
if the studio w’ere shown. 
But a s the 
la dies insisted a nd entered the y a rd, he 
sa id tha t he would a dmit them it they 
promised to tell no one of their v isit. 
They entered, looked ev ery where, up­ 
set ha lf the 
things in the studio, 
a nd, on lea v ing, put a gold piece into 
M illet’s ha nd, ta king him for a serv a nt. 
Afterwa rd, when 
he 
wa s 
publicly 
honored with tho ra nk of Chev a lier of 
the Legion of Honor, one of these 
la dies recognized him. 
M illet simply 
sa id; 
“ Yea rs a go y our gold piece would 
ha v e been a God-send tom e.”— Rip ley 
Hitch co ck, in S t. Nich o la s.

Na poleon’s Hone. 
I went the other da y to Ma lma ison, 
the old home of Na poleon a nd J oseph­ 
ine, a nd the quiet old-fa shioned ma n­ 
sion in which Josephine died. 
I ha d 
not V>een there since 18 67, a t which time 
the Imperia l Gov ernment ha d orga n­ 
ized a complete Na poleonic museum in 
the old pla ce. 
The libra ry , where Na - 
]>oleon ha d worked out his ca mpa igns, 
tho 1>oudoirs, the sa lons, were a ll fitted 
with furniture which ha d done duty in 
the ea rly da y s of the first empire, a nd 
one would a lmost ima gine, while stroll­ 
ing from room to room, tha t the Little 
Corpora l would suddenly a ppea r a nd in 
curt tones inquire to wha t the intrusion 
wa s due. The sma ll bed-room in which 
Na poleon slept on a n ordina ry ca m]) 
bedstea d wa s filled with his old clothes 
a nd cocked ha ts; a nd his fa v orite books 
w’ere thrown down a s if they ha d just 
quitted tho impa tient imperia l ha nd, 
which they sometimes did in a grea t 
hurry , a s Na poleon would pitch a book 
ev en* out of a tra v eling ca rria ge if he 
ha ppened to find a ny thing which wa s 
not in ha rmony with his own notions. 
During his Austria n a nd Kussia n ca m­ 
pa igns he ha d a light ca rria ge fitted up 
with a compa ct libra ry , a nd it is sa id 
tha t one of the duties of the a ide-de- 
ca mp who followed this ca mp wa s the 
rescuing from the mud of the wa r-worn 
roa ds of the time tho books which Na - 
jwdeon slued into the a ir when he dis­ 
liked them. 
Ma lma ison wa s drea dfully cut up dur­ 
ing the Fra nco-Prussia n w a r, a nd to­ 
da y there is but little of the old-fa sh­ 
ioned country house. Some of the rooms 
a re so unsa fe tha t v isitors a ro requested 
not to v enture on their sha kv floors or 
under their a ncient ceilings. The libra ry 
is especia lly dila pida ted. 
Not a book 
rema ins in* it, a nd tho concierge who 
shows v isitors ov er the house dwells, 
with a kind of ferocious empha sis, upon 
the mischief which tho Prussia n hea d­ 
qua rters officers did during their long 
sojourn there. 
The bea utiful pa rk into 
which Na poleon used to pa ss from a 
little dra w-bridge ov er a moa t directly 
from bis priv a te bed-room, is being pa r­ 
celed out a nd sold to the rich la ndlords 
of the neighborhood. 
The ma gnificent 
a lley of sy ca mores which lea ds to the 
cha tea u is now unkempt a nd somewha t 
desola te, a nd there is none of the old- 
time life a nd ga iety a t Ma lma ison sa v e 
when a joy ous pa rty o f litera teurs or 
pa inters penetra te tlio old doma in on 
their ca pricious wa y to Bougiv a ls, for 
rowing or driv ing pa rties. 
I went into the little room in which 
Josephine brea thed her la st. 
It w a s 
a s desola te a nd forlorn a s tha t of some 
old colonia l ma nsion on the ea stern 
coa st of America . 
Life a nd thought 
ha d gone a wa y . 
It seemed impossible 
to believ e tha t in the suite of rooms a d­ 
joining were once a ssembled the most 
brillia nt collection of French poets tha t 
ha s been known in the la st two centu­ 
ries.—An o n . 


Kingsley a nd His Dogs. 
It is plea sing to reca ll the distin­ 
guished Ca non Kingsley ’s a tta chment 
to dumb a nima ls a mong the tra its of his 
ev ery -da y life. 
Like Mrs. Somerv ille, 
he believ ed tha t somo of the crea ted 
beings inferior to ma n w’ere destined to 
sha re the blessings of a future sta to of 
ex istence. 
His dog a nd his horse were 
his friends. 
As a perfect horsema n, 
possessing the pa tience a nd much of 
the skill of a Ra rey , he wra s a pa ttern 
to a ll who ride, rea soning with the a ni­ 
ma l lie gov erned, a nd ta lking to it in 
gentle tones, mindful tha t the pa nic 
fea r both of horses a nd children is in­ 
crea sed by ha rsh punishment. A Scotch 
terrier na med Da ndy wa s the rector’s 
compa nion in a ll his pa rish wa lks, a 
diligent a ttenda nt a t cotta ge lectures 
a nd school lessons, a nd a friend of tho 
fa mily during thirteen y ea rs. 
He wa s 
buried nea r home, under those fir trees 
on the la wn benea th whose sha de his 
ma ster himself now lies. F id eli Fid eles 
is the inscription on Da ndy ’s gra v e­ 
stone. 
Close by lies Sweep, the re­ 
triev er, a nd Victor, a Teckel, presented 
to her distinguished cha pla in by the 
Queen, rests on the sa me spot. 
Ev en 
in this brief na rra tiv e one would not 
willingly omit to mention the rector’s 
ca ts, the delight they a fforded, a nd the 
a ffection they y ielded, nor the “ na tter 
ja cks” (running toa ds) of the ga rden, 
the sa nd-wa sps which frequented a 
cra cked window fra me, the fly ca tcher 
tha t nested ev ery y ea r benea th the 
ma ster’s 
bedroom window’, a nd the 
fa v orite slow*-worm of the churchy a rd. 
Kingsley ’s children w’ere 
ta ught to 
ha ndle gently ev en toa ds, frogs, a nd 
beetles, these* being, a s he would tell 
them, “ the works a nd w’onders, like a ll 
things He ha s ma de, of a liv ing God.” 
Tha t such lessons were effectiv e his 
little girl prov ed one da y by requesting 
“ Da ddy ,” before numerous guests, “ to 
look a t this delightful worm,” a v ery 
long one, which wriggled in her ha nd. 
“ Study na ture,” he sa y s. 
“ Do not 
study ma tter for its own sa ke, but a s 
the countena nce of God. 
Study the 
forms a nd colors of lea v es a nd flow ers 
a nd the growth a nd ha bits of pla nts— 
not to cla ssify them, but to a dmire them 
a nd a dore G od! Study tlio sk y ! Study 
the wa ter! 
Study trees! 
Study the 
sounds a nd scents of na ture! 
Study a ll 
these a s bea utiful in themselv es, in 
order to recombine the elements of 
bea uty .”— Th e Na tio n a l 
Rerieiv.

1 am informed that there are in 
Moscow abou t 1,000 Greek chu rches. 
Th ey ere a composite of Catholic, Mo­ 
hammedan, and Oriental architectu re, 
and 
probably 
the 
most 
beau tifu l 
chu rches in the world. When the ornate 
and wonderfu l St. Basil Chu rch was 
completed tin* architect was asked by 
bis master, Iv an the Terrible, if that 
effort was his v ery best; if, u nder any 
circu mstances «*r for any consideration 
with any amou nt of money , be cou ld 
constru ct a more beau tifu l edifice. The 
reply was that he cou ld not—to make 
a more beau tifu l stru ctu re wou ld be 
impossible. 
Thereu pon the architect’s 
ey es were pu t ou t that ev en he shou ld 
not copy this su blimely beau tifu l cre­ 
ation. 
I think that not one of those 
thou sand chu rches has less than three 
minarets and domes. 
Most of them 
hav e fiv e, some hav e twenty -fiv e*—al­ 
way s an odd nu mber 
for a g rand cen­ 
tral effect—and some hav e in the neig h­ 
borhood of fifty to one hu ndred. 
They 
are colored white, g reen, red, or blu e, 
or are cov ered with silv er or g old. 
Most of them hav e chimes of bells, 
and I presu me that there are in the city 
of Moscow 8,(H ) b 11s. 
It was bu t y es­ 
terday that I stood on the eminence— 
abou t six miles west of the city —where 
Napoleon stood that ev entfu l day when 
lie first beheld those 5,000 minarets, 
spires, and domes, and the Kremlin’s 
g olden roofs g listening in the su n, and 
whence 
ho 
su rv ey ed tho treasu res 
which he thou g ht wou ld soon be at his 
disposal. 
I trav ersed the same road 
which he took when he marched his 
500,(KM) men to an ex pected v ictory that 
prov ed to bo the most melancholy do- 
feat recorded on the pag es of history . 
The immense treasu res of the mu squ nm 
in the Kremlin had been remov ed, and 
the su llen Mu scov ites applied tin* torch 
to their own dev oted homes. Tho sequ el 
is well known. 
Moscow has l>een re­ 
bu ilt and its treasu res and relies hav e 
been retu rned, su pplemented by the 
Em peror’s cannon and flag s and nu mer­ 
ou s trophies taken from tho fleeing in­ 
v aders. 
To enu merate the wonders of those 
Kremlin mu seu ms is impossible. 
To 
describe any of them is to select one 
jeweled crown ou t of many , one dia­ 
mond ou t of millions. 
Silv er and g old, 
malachite, lapislazu li, jasper, ru bies, 
diamonds, and sapphires are not only 
worked into crowns, thrones, and v est­ 
ments in almost endless profu sion, bu t 
they are ev en formed into fu rnitu re 
and make fireplaces, walls, and ceiling s. 
Ju st there is tho tocsin bell which 
sou nded the sig nal for ply ing the torch 
to the city . 
Here are the red stairs 
u pon which Napoleon ascended to the 
throne of the ltomeloff King s. 
There 
is the sword with which tho Terrible 
Iv an beheaded his own sons. 
Here the 
fu rs that once env eloped the form of 
Catherine the Noble. 
And here, ag ain, 
are the tools with which Peter the 
Great worked when he bu ilded ships 
and em pires—for it, was his knowledg e 
of the wants of his people that g av e 
them the mig hty impu lse which y et 
jars two continents. 
Then we were shown throu g h the 
g reat throne-room, the silv er rooms, 
the g old rooms, the pink rooms, the 
white rooms, the blu e rooms, the jasper 
rooms, and the cry stal rooms, and then 
we wou nd u p intricate stair-casqs to 
the secret-trial room—still hig her, to 
the du ng eon and ex ecu tion rooms where 
v oices were stifled withou t remorse and 
where cries cou ld not be heard by sy m­ 
pathizing friends. 
This far-famed bell ex ceeded my 
school-day ex pectation as to size, and 
not to mislead in speaking of it I tried 
my measu ring -tape arou nd it. 
It at 
first hu ng —if ev er it was hu ng —on a 
low wooden frame within tho Kremlin 
walls. 
The frame was accidentally 
bu rned, and when the bell fell to the 
g rou nd a piece sev en feet hig h was 
broken from its disk. 
I was not there 
when the ev ent occu rred, bu t I v entu re 
the assertion that that bell, with a 
downward orifice of twenty -six feet 
diameter, was not bu ried in the g rou nd, 
u s historians record was tho case. 
The 
hell measu res 7 8 feet in cirenmfer- 
eu c *, and is, 1 think, abou t 20 feet 
hig h. 
I am aware that cy clopedists 
g iv e the measu rement as (JO feet in 
diameter and 10 feet 3 inches as the 
heig ht. 
Ag ainst this I simply set my 
own measu rement. 
The iron clapper 
is abou t 0 feet long , and is said to 
weig h 40 poods, or 1,(500 pou nds. I did 
not lift it. 
The 
qu ite correct. 
statem ent is, I think, 


America’s Cath olic Orator. 
Archbishop lly an, of Philadelphia, 
who is u niv ersally conceded to be the 
most eloqu ent speaker in the American 
Catholic, Chu rch, is known as “the 
g olden tong u ed orator” and the “Bos- 
su et of the Missou ri.” 
He is fu lly six 
t'eet six inches in heig ht, stou t in pro­ 
portion, has a larg e head, cov ered with 
v ery red, cou rse hair, and a broad, rosy 
face, whose v « *ry lineament is that of a 
son of ill ; Emerald Lsle. 
Any one who 
has lmard Archbishop Ry an speak will 
u nderstand why he is called “the g olden 
tong u ed orator.” 
As he enters the 
pu lpit his commanding fig u re centers 
attention at once. He reads the tex t in a 
v oice lo.v , sweet, and mellow. Then lie 
folds his arms and looks earnestly at 
tie* cong reg ation 
for 
fu lly 
a half 
minu te. 
The ex ordiu m of his sermon 
is deliv ered in a calm conv ersational 
tone, and if a listener departed at this 
inm-hire he wou ld wonder how the 
Archbishop g ot a repu tation for elo­ 
qu ence. 
Ju st wait, howev er, u ntil the 
prelate passes into the arg u ment and 
the appeal to the feeling s and the pero­ 
ration, and y ou will hear su ch eloqu ence 
as seldom proceeds from the pu lpit. The 
v oice Is something wonderfu l, 
It is 


perfect in intonation all the way u p 
from the mellow tolling of the tex t to 
the pasionate ring of peroration. 
For­ 
g etting all abou t tho su bstance of his 
sermons —and 
that 
is 
the 
point 
on 
which 
hang s 
his 
“Bossu et” 
repu tation—any 
one 
who 
lov es 
sweet sou nds wou ld g ladly spend an 
occasional hou r merely listening to his 
v oice. 
This may sou nd liko the lan­ 
g u ag e of ex ag g eration, bu t all Phila­ 
delphians and St. Lou isians will testify 
to its accu racy . The Archbishop g ained 
a g reat repu tation for eloqu ence ev en 
while he was stu dy ing in the seminary . 
On sev eral occasions Archbishop Ken- 
rick called him to the pu lpit in St. 
Lou is Cathedral while y ou ng Ry an was 
only in deacon’s orders—a v ery u nu su al 
honor, indeed. 
After ordination the 
repu tation of tho y ou ng priest spread, 
and ho was soon made coadju tor. 
Ho 
has beer, for twenty y ears the reg u lar 
orator at all g reat chu rch ev ents.—Hai ­ 
t i more l et t er. 


Women of the Harem# 
One of the conditions u pon which a 
woman enters the harem is that she 
g iv e u p all family ties and connections 
with the ou tside world. 
While poly g ­ 
amy is permitted in Tu rkey , not moro 
than 5 per cent, of his Majesty ’s Moslem 
su bjects hav e harems. 
Gen. Wallaco 
depicted in a hu morou s v ein the cu rios­ 
ity of American women to v isit tho 
harems. 
They alway s liav o a g reat de­ 
sire to see tho poor creatu res at home, 
and dev ise some means to raise them 
from their deg raded condition. 
After a 
v isit many of theso ladies chang e their 
minds abou t the fearfu l fate of the 
Tu rkish women. 
The Tu rkish ladies 
assemble in a common reception-room 
richly fu rnished. 
They are attendod 
by a throng of slav es, white and black, 
who do their ev ery bidding . 
The mis­ 
tresses of theso harems wear costu mes 
which the speaker, after apolog izing 
for his deficiency on tho su bject of 
feminine apparel, u ndertook to describe. 
Their clothing is of the richest mate­ 
rial. 
Of the g eneral intellig ence of 
these women their American sisters 
who hav e seen them do not speak in 
flattering terms. 
The conv ersation be­ 
tween the Tu rkish women and their v is­ 
itors nearly alway s ru ns abou t this 
w ay : 
“W here are y on from ?” inqu ire tho 
lu x u riou s wiv es of the Mohammedans. 
“From America.” 
“W here is America?” 
“I t’s ov er the ocean.” 
“L)o y ou ev er g o ou t there withou t 
wearing y ou r v eils? Aren’t y ou ashamed 
before the m en?” 
“We don’t pay any attention to the 
men. ” 
It is the g eneral opinion that ladies 
of the harems are prisoners. 
This is 
merely a delu sion. 
Ev ery Tu rkish wo­ 
man has her own qu arters and her own 
slav es to wait u pon her. 
She can take 
a ride whenev er she wishes, and she 
wears w hat she pleases withou t any in­ 
terference. 
The Tu rkish headdress is, 
with du o deference to tho sty les of Paris 
and New York, the most becoming of 
any in the world. 
It makes the home­ 
liest women handsome and tho hand­ 
some ang elic. The Tu rkish women are, 
nex t to ou r own American women, the 
most 
beau tifu l 
I 
hav e 
ev er seen. 
Glimpses of them can be cau g ht Fri­ 
day s, the Tu rkish .Su nday , or from 
their carriag es. 
They do their own 
shopping . 
It is theirs to bu y as they 
please and their hu sbands’ to pay for 
it. 
It is incorrect to say that there is 
no liomelife among the Tu rks. 
Lay ing 
aside the Go of hu sband au d wife, there 
remains that almost as dear—parent 
and child. The residents of the harem, 
which means a sacred or secret place, 
are passionately dev oted to their child­ 
ren, nj>on whom they can shower all the 
tenderness of a woman’s natu re.— Ge n. 
Le w Wal l ace's 
Le c ture.

ply to prosec utions for bigamy, adultery, 
ate , and mak e the wife or husband a com­ 
petent witness, but not to bo compelled to 
testify. 
Tho seventh and eight sections re­ 
late to tho powers of court 
c o m mL-sion'-rs 
and of the marshal and deputy marshals. 
Tho ninth and tenth 
sections, relating to tho 
m arriage ceremony, require a » vrtiiteafco, 
proporly authenticated, to ba recorded in the 
. nice of tho 
..obate 
court. 
The eleventh 
section disapprove« and annuls all territorial 
laws recognizing the 
capacity of illegitimate 
children to inherit or 
be entitled to any 
distributive sharo 
in 
the estate of thi 
father. 
The twelfth section disapproves nn« l an­ 
nuls territorial laws conferring jurisdiction 
upon probate courts (with certain exemp­ 
tions). The thirteenth soction mak es it tho 
duty of the attorney general of tho Unitod 
Htatcs to institute proceedings to escheat tho 
United States the property of corpora­ 
tions obtained or held in violation of section 
of tho act of July, 18 62—tho proceeds of 
such escheat to be applied to tho use and 
benefit of common schools in tho territory. 
The fifteenth section disapproves and an­ 
nuls all laws of the legislative assembly cre­ 
ating or continuing tho perpetual Emigrating 
fund company and dissolve« that corporation. 
Tho sixteenth soction directs proceeding! 
for the disposition of tho property and assets 
of the Emigrating Fund company. 
All such 
property in excess of debts and lawful claims 
is to escheat to the United States for the ben- 
•fit of common schools In tho territory. 
The seventeenth section di approves and 
annuls the acts of the legislative assembly in­ 
corporating 
or providing for the 
C hurch of 
Jes.n Christ of Latter Day Saints, anti dis- 
solves that corporation. It mak es it. the duty 
of the attorney general of the United States 
to institute legal proceedings to wind up tho 
affairs of the corporation. 
The eighteenth section mak es provisions as 
to the endowment of widows, who are to 
have one-third of tho income of the estate os 
their d< w *r. 
Section nineteen gives to the 
president tho appointment of a 
probate 
judge in each county. 
Section 20 mak os it unlawful for any 
woman to voti in any 
election, and; annuls 
acts of the legislative assemblies which per­ 
mit female suffrage. 
The four next sections mak e provisions as 
to elections, and require of voters on oath or 
affirmation to support the constitution and 
obey tho laws, especially the anti-poly gamy 
act of March 22, 18U3. and section 25 abol- 
ishes the office of territorial superintendent 
of district schools and 
mak es it the duty of 
the supreme court of the territory to appoint 
a commissioner of schools. 
The twenty-seventh and last section annuls 
nil territorial laws for the organization 
of 
Iho militia, or for the creation of the Nauvoo 
legion, and give* the legislative assembly 
o f 
Utah power to pass laws for organizing the 
m ilitia, subject to the approval of congress. 
General ollicors of the m ilitia are to be iq>- 
poiutixl by the governor of the territory 
with the advice and consent of the council. 
In the debate in tho senate just before the 
passage of this bill the opposition was not 
great in numbers but very vigorous in senti­ 
ment. 
\ vst said the bill would pass and be­ 
come a law as a m atter of course, but he 
could not vote 
for 
it. 
No amount of critic­ 
ism would affect bis course as a legislator. 
In his ju Ijj inont the bill violated the prin­ 
ciple of the constitution as to rights of prop­ 
erty. 
One of tho 
provisions was a nak ed, 
bold, simple confiscation and nothing else. 
The same might be done in regard to any 
other religious 
corporation in the country. It 
was no answer to say that it applied only to 
the 
Mormon church. 
Ho remembered the 
time when a storm of popular madness 
I hreatened to destroy the Roman Catholic 
church; when it was proclaimed that that 
church was opposed to a republican form of 
government, and when it was ask ed that its 
property be confiscated to the United States 
treasury. 
He would not support the test 
oath provision, either. 
Edmunds, in reply, said that the bill pro­ 
vided for the payment of all tho debts of the 
emigrating company and the return to the 
stock holders of their investments, and that 
it was only the residue of the property, for 
which there was no claimant, that was to 1» 
escheated for the use of the common schools. 
The test oath required in this bill was in 
effect similar to that required of every officer 
cl the United States. 
Iloar wanted to k now if there was any­ 
thing in the bill in requiring this test oath 
that attack s a mere opinion 
separate from a 
crim inal 
t. 
Edmunds replied in the nega- 
t.ve. 
Call < hi racterized the bill as a disgrace to 
if sta^ir 
book and a second step toward 
tho e f ihlhhnient of religious persecution 
**n<i huolerauee. 
He declared that the pro- 
in'on depriving illegitimate children of a 
ahrrc in theprojierty of t heir father wns more 
cruel and inhuman than anything the Span­ 
ish inquisstion had done. 
A wiser lawgiver 
than the senator from Vermont had w ritten 
on the ground when the adulterous woman 
was brought before him: “ L?t him who is 
without sin cast the first stone.” 
This legis­ 
lation was a fanatical attack on the religion 
of Christ. 
Hoar said he had voted against tho bill ba- 
fnre, because it abolished woman suffrage in 
Utah. 
He thought that provision mi justifia­ 
ble and tyrannical, and he would vote against 
the report.

the bill were discussed and it was finally 
agreed that the bill in no way affects the 
present system of charging passenger and 
freight rates. 
It was admitted that no com­ 
bination of rates can be made and pro rata 
divisions declared, and that passes can no 
longer be distributed to any but employes of 
the road and people engaged in missionary 
work . 
The question of whether the law is 
retroactive was not considered. 
Through 
passenger rates, it was thought, under the 
provisions of the act, are not affected in any 
way. 
Tick ets from New York to San Fran­ 
cisco can be sold and an equitable division of 
the proceeds made between the roads over 
which the passengers travel, in the manner 
that now obtains. 
As to freight, each company can clrarge 
what it deems a just and reasonable rate, 
and if differences of opinion arise the m at­ 
ter is to be subjected to the board of railway 
commissioners. The mooting was harmoni­ 
ous and those present seemed pleased with 
the prospect of the law going into operation. 
They seeja i to think that ruinous rates of 
competition will now be avoidbd and con­ 
siderable revenue accrue from the fares of 
former deadheads. Resolutions were adopted 
that freight and passenger rates be revised 
so that they conform with the inter-state 
commerce law. 
Chairman Fink will appoint 
freight and passenger committee« to conduct 
the revisions and formulate rules and regu­ 
lations to secure the uniform application of 
the law. 
As soon as the committees are 
ready to report another meeting will be 
called by the chairman. 


RIOTOUS ITALIAN LABORERS. 


GOT A 0 0 0 1 ) THING 


AND SEEM ED INCLINED TO SAVE IT 
W ITH DILIGENCE.

W a re Mass., Feb. 19 .—A w arrant was 
issued Thursday night for the arrest of 
Salvatore Pignalosa, one of the strik ing 
Italian railway laborers who marched to this

Italians to stop work and join them, 
Friday 
tho authorities were on their way to the 
Italian quarters to serve the w arrant when 
they met tho full force of the strik ers headed 
by Pignalosa, m arching under an Italian 
ilng 
and armed with clubs, revolvers and guns. 
The officers rushed at Pignalosa and were 
fired upon by two Italians. 
In the excite­ 
ment Pignalosa escaped. 
Deputy Sheriff 
Henry O’Coryl and Police Officer Loranas 
Fisberdick fired on the crowd of Italians, 
who fled in all directions, leaving one of the 
men, Mick ile Lavoro, badly wounded on the 
street. 
The man was removed to the town 
who se the ball was probed for but not found. 
The doctor think s that it is embedded in one 
o f the bones o f the back . He believes Lavoro 
is not fatally wounded. 
special constables were sworn in and tho 
country was scoured for Pignalosa, 
who was 
found in the woods armed with a revolver 
and captured. 
He is now in jail charged 
with riot. It is feared that there will be a 
general strik e o f Italians all along the line 
o f 
road from Ware to Northampton. 
It is also 
feared that when the news of the shooting of 
Lavoro spreads to the other camp the men 
will seek revenge, and the authorities are 
tak ing steps to prevent an outbreak of vio­ 
lence if possible. 
The riot is said to have been fomented by 
Pignalosa, the leader of the Italians, because 
he did not receive the full amount due him 
Friday morning.

The 
house committee on prisons of the Indiana 
legislature had been a t the prison for two 
days inquiring into the condition of affairs, 
Howard is a Democrat and the committee 
has a Republican m ajority. 
The senate com­ 
mittee was there last week and reported 
everything all right, save some foul cells and 
the food. 
The house committee began a 
thorough work on the book s and by Friday 
evening claims to have unearthed a shortage 
of from $(’>0,000 to $8 0,000. 
It is charged that Howard has not only 
misappropriated this much of the state’s 
money, but that he has tak en a big sum 
from the convicts. 
From one, last week , he 
got $3,000 upon the representation that he 
would secure the prisoner’s pardon. Further, 
he has never advertised forbids for the sup­ 
plies, as the law requires, but has let the con­ 
tracts to favorites, and his family had a hand 
in the deals. 
Detectives are watching Howard and some 
of his friends are on Hand, saying that he 
may commit suicid*. 
He has been warden 
since 18 75, and this is the first genuine in­ 
vestigation of tbo prison since that tim a 
India na polis 
, Feb. 19 .—A sensation was 
created in the 
House Friday when the 
speak er real a dispatch from the chairmati 
of the prison investigating committee, say­ 
ing that Warden Howard, of the southern 
pVison, at Jeffersonville, bad resigned. 
Ex- 
Speak er Jewett, on behalf of the Democrats, 
moved that the committee ba instructed to 
prosecute a searching investigation into the 
affairs of the prison. 
Of the testimony thus far tak en the most 
important is that of John Donahue, a con­ 
vict, who swears that he was k ept in tho 
cage twenty-six days on bread and water, 
and when he was tak en out shack les were 
put on him weighing 
175 pounds. The prison 
physician pronounced him crazy, and he was 
put in the crazy house, but was shortly 
afterward put 
back 
in 
tho cage and 
k ept 
there 
three 
months. 
He slept 
on the hard floor, and was not even allowed 
a blank et. 
In August be escaped but was 
brought back the next day and again put in 
the crazy house; but as there was about to be 
an investigation of his case he was tak en out 
and put to work in the foundry, with a task 
of 125 molds a day. 
The shortage of the W arden will be fully 
inquired into. 
It is asserted that of 
$7,000 
produced by him to be counted by the senate 
committee not a cent was the state’s money, 
and that it had been borrowed for the occa­ 
sion by Howard. 
It is also stated that 
$0,000 
received from the car company and belong­ 
ing to the state has not been properly ac­ 
counted for, but has been covered up in |be 
brick yard accounts. 
The senate committee has re tu rne l from 
Michigan City, and mak e 
a very com pli­ 
m entary report of the condition of the insti­ 
tution.

FIFTY MEN ENTOMBED 


BY AN EXPLOSION IN A COAL PIT IN 
WALES.

Lo ndo n , Feb. JO. —An ex plosion occurred 
in the Catch colliory at Rhondda, Wales, 
Friday. 
Fifty-two men were 
entombed, 
most of whom are believed to be still alive, 
as voices can be distinctly heard by those 
outside who are working hard to save the 
imprisoned miners. 
The scene about the 
moutn of the shaft is piteous in the ex treme. 
Wives, children, and other relatives 'of the 
unfortunate men are there in large numbers, 
and their lamentations fill the air. 
Later ,—Twenty -nine of the imprisoned 
miners have he en rescued unhurt, and eight 
more who have sustained injuries. 
Of the 
six teen remaining in the pit, it is reported 
that six are dead. 


B rita in a nd B ulga ria . 
London , Feb. 19.—In the house of com­ 
mons Friday night, Labouchere moved a 
vote of ceusure upon the government’s policy 
concerning Bulgaria. 
In supporting his 
motion he accused the government of en­ 
deavoring to stir up a war against Russia, 
and asked whefcher.tbere were any dynastic 
reasons for trying to keep an obscure Ger­ 
man prince on the Bulgarian throne. Fergus- 
son, under foreign secretary, said the gov­ 
ernment’s policy in Bulgaria accorded with 
the overwhelming weight of feeling enter­ 
tained by the Bulgarians, and did not mean 
war or an anti-Russian alliance, England 
having no reason to doubt the gool faith of* 
the czar. 
The motion was rejected without 
division. 
"William Henry Smith, first lord 
of the treasury, said the government did not 
intend to releaso Irish or other convicts on 
the occasion of the queen’s jubilee. 
The re­ 
lease of prisoners in India was quite another 
matter, and was granted in observance of 
oriental custom upon such occasions.

Ber lin, Feb. 19 .—A circular issued in the 
name of the editor of The Will of the People, 
a Nihilist journal published in Russia, but 
whose ex act place of publication is unknown, 
has been ex tensively distributed in Berlin. 
The circular, which is believed to have been 
issued from Paris, appeals to “ Our dear 
European brethren,” and concludes as fol­ 
lows: “Ex isting circumstances permit no de­ 
lay. Upon tho nex t publication of The Will 
of the People may depend the whole course 
of the revolution in Russia.”

Bu t th ou desirest a wife, Reu ben, and th e 
time may be long and th ou may est grow 
weary ; perh aps it will be better for th ee to 
seek some oth er maiden.’ 
“Bu t I said, ‘No; in all th e world th ere 
is bu t one woman for me, and h er name is 
Miriam, and if I mu st serv o for h er sev en 
y ears and still sev en more as Jacob did 
for Rach el, th ey sh all seem bu t a few day s, 
for th e lov e 1 bear h er.’

Even after the soil of a city has become 
irreclaimably foul, as it is in nearly all 
large towns, a change in the system of 
disposal of refuse, by which the addi­ 
tion of new pollutions to those already 
existing is avoided, is always, as it 
seems, followed by an abrupt diminu­ 
tion of the death rate from typhoid 
fever and kindred diseases. The com­ 
pilation of health statistics, with their 
relation to circumstances of drainage 
and ground water, is as yet hardly be­ 
gun, but the Revu e S cien tifiq e 
gives a 
few data in relation to the larger Eu­ 
ropean towns which are interesting. 
According to these, the abolition of the 
system of depositing house wastes in 
large fo sses or cesspools, to remain 
there until removed by public author­ 
ity, which was until witnin about twenty 
years almost universal in continental 
cities, has* been already followed by 
surprising results in diminishing the 
mortality from all causes, but more 
particularly from typhoid diseases. In 
.Berlin, where the first attempts to im­ 
prove upon the old system were made 
in 18 75 , the total annual mortality has 
"been reduced by nearly one-fourth, 
while that from typhoid fever is now 
about one*half the average of the years 
preceding the change. In Brussels, 
where cesspools were replaced by sew­ 
ers in 18 70, the mortality from typhoid 
fever fell at once to about one-third of 
its former proportion, and the improve­ 
ment continued, perhaps by seme grad­ 
ual amelioration of the condition of the 
soil, so that the rate now is little more 
than one-fourth of the old average. At 
Frankfort nearly similar results were 
obtained, and in London, which as a 
sewered city is usually compared with 
Paris, where most of the house wastes 
are still received into cesspools, the 
annual number of deaths from typhoid 
fever, out of each 100,000 of the popu­ 
lation, is twenty-six, and from diph­ 
theria eighteen; while out of the same 
number of persons in Paris, seventy 
die every year from typhoid fevers anil 
seventy-five from diphtheria.—

THE JEALOUSY OF T HE MART YRED

The account of Lincoln’s lovomak ing in 
liis history by Nicolay and May scema almost 
ominous when rend by the light of inter 
k nowledge. 
The anxieties and forebodings 
and absolute agony of the future p resident 
on the eve of marriage, the most incredulous 
might say, p resaged the destiny that im­ 
p ended. 
For no one k nows tho character of 
Abraham Lincoln, his godlik e p atience, his 
ineffable sweetness, his transcendent charity 
amid all the tremendous worries of war and 
revolution ami p ublic affairs, who is igno 
rant of what he endured of p rivate woo, and 
no one rightly judges tho unfortunate p art­ 
ner of his elevation and unwitting cause of 
many of his miseries, who forgets that she 
had “eaten on the insane root that tak es the 
reason p risoner.” 
The country k nows but lias p referred to 
forget the strangeness of Mrs. Lincoln’s con­ 
duct at intervals after her husband's death. 
Many of tho most extraordinary incidents in 
her career were not revealed, out of delicacy 
to others and tenderness to one who had been 
the sharer of Abraham Lincoln’s fortunes 
and tho mother of his family; but enough 
was ap p arent to shock and jwiin the p ublic 
sense when finally the conflict with her own 
son, so highly resp ected, tho dragging of 
their affairs into a p ublic court, the neces­ 
sary sup ervision of the j>oor lady's finances 
and the restraint of her actions, if not of her 
p erson, disclosed the fact that her mind hud 
been diseased. 
The first time that I saw Mrs. Lincoln was 
when I accomp anied Mrs. Grant to the 
Whito House for her iirst visit there as the 
wife of the general-in-chief. 
Tho next that 
I now recall was in March, 1804, when Mrs. 
Lincoln, with the p resident, visited City 
Point. 
They went on a steamer, escorted 
by a naval vessel of which Cap t. John S. 
Barnes was in command, and remained for 
some week s in the James river under the 
bluff on which tho headquarters were estab­ 
lished. 
Here they slep t and usually took 
their meals, but sometimes both ascended the 
hill and were entertained at tho mess of Gen. 
Grant. 
On the 26th of March a distin­ 
guished p arty from Washington joinod 
them, among whom I reraomber esp ecially 
Mr. Geoffroi, tho French minister. 
It was 
p rop osed that an excursion should be made 
to tho front of the Army of the Potomac, 
about ten or twelve miles away, and Mrs. 
Lincoln and Mrs. Grant were of tho com­ 
p any. 
There was a militar^railroad which 
took the illustrious guests a great p ortion of 
tho way, and then the men were mounted, 
but Mrs. Grant and Mrs. Lincoln went on 
in an ambulance, as it was called—a sort of 
half op en carriage with two seats besides 
that for tho driver. 
I was detailed to escort 
them, and of course sat on the front seat 
facing tho ladies, with my back to the horses. 
EXTRAORDINARY JEALOUSY. 
In the course of conversation I mentioned 
that all the wives of officers at tho army 
front had been ordered to the rear—a sur=» 
sign that active op erations were in contem­ 
p lation 
I said not a lady had been allowed 
to remain excep t Mrs. Griffin, the wife of 
Gen. Charles Griffin, who had obtained a 
sp ecial p ermission from the p resident. 
At 
this Mrs. Lincoln was up in arms. 
“ What 
do you mean by that, sir?” sho exclaimed. 
“ Do you mean to say that she saw tho p resi­ 
dent alone? Do you k ow that I never allow 
the p resident to see any woman alone?” Sho 
was absolutely jealous of p oor, ugly Abraham 
Lincoln. I tried to p acify her and to p alliate 
my remark , but she was fairly boiling over 
with rage. 
“ That’s a very equivocal smile, 
sir,” sho exclaimed. 
“ Let mo out of this 
carriage at once. 
I will ask the p resident if 
he saw that woman alone.” 
Mrs. Griffin 
was one of the best k nown and most elegant 
women in Washington, afterward tho Coun­ 
tess Estarhazy, a Carroll and a p ersonal ac­ 
quaintance of Mrs. Grant, who strove to mol­ 
lify the excited sp ouse, but in vain. 
Mrs. 
Lincoln again bade me stop the driver, and 
when I hesitated to obey she thrust her arms 
p ast mo to the front of the carriage and held 
the driver fast. 
But Mrs. Grant finally p re­ 
vailed on her to wait till the whole p arty 
alighted, and then Gen. Meade came up to 
pay his respect« to 
the wife of the president 
I had intended to offer Mrs. Linco ln my arm 
and endeav o r to prev ent a scene, but Meade, 
o f o o uree, as my superio r o fficer had the

She lingered at the « secati v ej 


right to escort her. and I had no chanc? to 
warn him. 
I saw them go off together, and 
remained in fear and trembling for what 
might occur in the p resence of the foreign 
minister and other imp ortant strangers. 
But Ocn. Meade was very adroit, and 
when they returned Mrs. Lincoln look ed at 
me and said: “ Gen. Meade is a gentleman 
rir. 
He says it was not the p resident who 
gave Mrs. Griffin the p ermit, but the secre­ 
tary of war. ” Meade was the son of a dip lo­ 
matist and bod evidently inherited soma of 
his father’s sk ill. 
At night when we were back in camp Mrs. 
Grant talk ed over tjp o matter with me and 
said tho whole affair was so distressing and 
mortifying that wo must never either men 
tion it to any one; at least I was to lie ab­ 
solutely silent and she would disclose it only 
to tho general. 
But the next clay I was re­ 
leased from ryv p ledge, for “ worse remained 
behind.” 
The same p arty went in the morning to. 
visit the Army of the James on the north 
side of the river, commanded by Gen. Ord, 
Tho arrangements were somewhat similar to 
those the day before. We went up the river 
in a steamer, and then the men Again took 
horses and Mrs. Lincoln and Mrs. Grant 
went in an ambulance. 
I w a s detailed as 
before to act as escort, but I ask ed for a 
comp anion In tho duty; for after my exp eri­ 
ence of tho p revious day I did not wish to be 
the only officer in the carriage. 
Bo Gen. 
Horace Porter was ordered to join the p arty. 
Mrs. Ord was with her husband. 
As she 
was the wife of the commander of an army 
sho waa not subject to the order for return, 
though before that day was over she wished 
herself in Washington or anywhere else away 
from the army, I am sure. 
She was 
mounted, and as the ambulance was full she 
remained on her horse and rode for a whilo 
by the side of the p resident and ahead of 
Mrs. Lincoln. 
“ t r if l e s l ight a s a ir . ” 
As soon as Mrs. Lincoln discovere d this her 
rage was beyond all bounds. 
“ What does 
the woman mean," she exclaimed, “ by rid­ 
ing by tho side of the p resident ami ahead of 
me? Does she sup p ose that he wants her by 
the side of him?” 
Bho was in a frenzy of 
excitement, and language and action both 
became more extravagant every moment. 
Mrs. Grant again endeavored to p acify her, 
but then Mrs. Lincoln got angry with Mrs. 
Grant, and all that Porter and I could do 
was to see that nothing worse than words 
occurred. 
We fear« I sho might jump out 
of the vehicle and 
shout to tho cavalcade. 
Once she said to Mrs. Grant in her transp orts: 
“ I sup p ose you think you’ll got to the Whito 
House yourself, don’t you?” 
Mrs. Grant 
was very calm and dignified, and merely re­ 
p lied that she was quite satk diod with her 
p resent {KX-.ition; it was far greater than she 
had ever exp ected to attain. 
Then Mrs 


Lincoln exclaimed: “ Oh! you had better 
tak o it if you can get it. 
’Tis very nice.” 
Then sho returned to Mrs. Ord, but Mrs. 
Grant defended her friend at tho risk of 
arousing greater vehemence. 
Onee when there was a halt Maj. Seward, 
a nep hew of tho secretary of state and an 
officer of Gen. Ord’s .staff, rode up , and try­ 
ing to say something jocular, remark ed: 
‘The p resident’s horse is very gallant, Mrs. 
Lincoln: ho insists on riding by tho side of 
Mrs. Ord!” This of course added fuel to tho 
flame. 
“ What do you moan by that, sir?” 
she cried. 
Howard discovered that ho had 
made a huge mistak e, and his horso at once 
develojxxl a p eculiarity that comp elled him to 
ride behind to got out of tho way of tho 
storm. 
Finally tho jmrty arrived at its destina­ 
tion, and Mrs. Ord came up to tho ambu­ 
lance. Then Mrs. Lincoln p ositively insulted 
her, called her vile names in the p resence of 
crowd of officers and ask ed what sho meant 
bv following up .the p resident. 
The i>oor 
woman burst into tears and inquired what 
she had done, but Mrs. Lincoln refused to be 
ap p eased, and stormed till sho was tired. 
Mrs. Grant still tried to stand by her friend, 
and everybody was shock ed and horrified. 
But all things come to an end, and after 
awhile wo returned to City Point. 
That night the p resident and Mrs. Lincoln 
entertained Gen. and Mrs. Grant and the 
general’s staff at dinner on the steamer, and 
before us all Mrs. Lincoln berated Gen. Ord 
to tho p resident and urged that ho should bo 
removed. 
Ho was unfit for his p lace, sho 
said, to say nothing of his wife. Gen. Grant 
sat next and defended his officer bravely. 
Of course Gen. Ord was not removed. 
During all this visit similiar scenes were 
occurring. Mrs. Lincoln rep eatedly attack ed 
her husband in tho p resence of officers be­ 
cause of these two ladies, and I never suffered 
greater humiliation and p ain on account of 
one not a near p ersonal friend than when I 
saw the head of the state—-the man who car­ 
ried all tho cares of the nation at such a crisis 
—subjected to this inexp ressible p ublic mor­ 
tification. 
He boro it a s Christ might have 
done, with an exp ression of p ain and sadness 
that cut one to tho heart, but with sup reme 
calmness and dignity. 
He called her “ moth­ 
er,” with his old time p lainness; he p leaded 
with eyes ai\d tones, and endeavored to ex­ 
p lain or p alliate the offenses of others, till she 
turned on him lik o a tigress, and then he 
walk ed away, hiding that noble, ugly face 
that we might not catch the full exp ression 
of its misery. 
TI1E MARTYR PRESIDENT’S COURTESY. 
Gen. Sherman was a witness of some of 
these ep isodes and mentioned them in his 
memoirs many years ago. 
Cap t. Barnes, of 
the navy, was a witness and a sufferer too. 
Barnes had accomp anied Mrs. Ord on her 
unfortunao ride and refused afterward to say 
that tho lady was to blame. 
Mrs. Lincoln 
never forgave him. A day or two afterward 
he went to sp eak to the p resident on some 
official matter when Mrs. Lincoln and sev­ 
eral others were p resent. 
The p resident’s 
wife said something to him unusually offen­ 
sive that all the comp any could hear. 
Lin­ 
coln was silent, but after a moment ho went 
up to tho young officer and tak ing him by 
the arm led him into his own cabin, to show 
him a map or a p ap er he said. 
He made no 
remark , Barnes told me, up on what had oc­ 
curred. 
He could not rebuk o his wife, but 
he showed his regret and regard for the 
< fficer with a touch of what seemed to me 
the most exquiute'breeding. 
After the murder o f the president the ec­ 
centricities o f Mrs. Linco ln became mo re ap­ 
parent than ev er, and peo ple began to wo n­ 
der whether her mind had no t been affected 
by her terrible misfo rtune. 
Mr. Seward 
to ld me that she so ld the president’s shirts, 
with his initials marked o n them, befo re she 
left tho White Ho use, and that, learning the 
linen was fo r sale at a sho p in Pennsy lv ania 
av enue, he sent and bo ught it priv ately . 
ejnansio a lo ng 


while a fter all arrangement* should have 
been made for her dep arture, k eep ing the 
new p rerident o ut o f his pro per residence. 
Afterward she made ap p eals to p ublic men 
and to the country for p ensions and other 
p ecuniary aid, though there was no need for 
p ublic ap p lication. 
Bhe went abroad doing 
strange things and carrying tho honor« ! 
name of Abraham Lincoln into strange and 
sometimes unfit comp any, for she wn? 
greatly neglected and felt the neglect. 
While 1 was consul general at London 1 
learned of her living in an obscure quarter 
and went to see her. 
Sho waa touched by 
tho attention, and when I ask ed her to my 
house—for it seemed wrong that the wido* 
of the man who had dono so much for u* 
all should be ignored by any American rep ­ 
resentative—she wrote me a note of thank s, 
betrayin 
come to 
how raro such courtesies had be- 
er then. 
The next I heard of the p oor woman was 
tho scandal of tho courts in Chicago, when 
the fact was made clear that she was insane. 
It was a great relief to me to learn it, and 
doubtless the disclosure of the secret which 
her son must have long susp ected—though, 
like the Sp artan boy, ho cloak « ] his p ain — 
was to him a sort of terrible satisfaction. It 
vindicated his conduct; it told for him what 
he hail concealed; it p roved him a worthy 
son of that great father who also boro his 
fate so heroically.—Adam Badeau in New 
York World. 


Mechanical Trap s for the Suck er. 
A good many p eop le think that most of 
the gambling houses in Chicago are run 
“on the square,” but Hendrie, the exp ert 
clock and model mak er, tels me that he is 
often called In by gambling gentlemen to 
mak e some contrivances for their use. 
He says he has made for certain well 
k nown gambling shop p rop rietors in Chi­ 
cago, “ hold out” devices for use in p ok er, as 
well as “strip p er” attachments for faro 
boxes. 
The roulette wheels, he says, be 
never heard of being tamp ered with, p roba­ 
bly because the odds against the p layer are 
about as threo to two, and that gets away 
with his money quite fast enough.—Chicago 
Herald.
